Bye-laws for regulating the Disposal of Manure In Subathu Cantonment 

1. In these bye-laws unless the context otherwise requires “manure” includes 

animal droppings, refuse, house sweepings, ashes, uneaten fodder, residue filth, 
or rubbish of any kind except such quantites of cow dung as may be required by 
a family for the purpose of religious ceremonies and festivals or plastering of 
floors, walls and other parts of tne buildings and for preparing cow dung cakes 
for fuel purposes. , < 

2. The occupier of every building in the Subathu Cantonment shall make 
arrangements to collect the manure in the building and have it removed to the 
nearest refuse depot provided by the Cantonment Board for the purpose. 

3. Every person who removes manure from a building shall deposit the same 
in the nearest refuse depot and shall not dump it anywhere else. 

4. Any person who contravenes the provisions of bye-law 2 or bye-law 3 shall 
on conviction by a Magistrate be liable to be punished with fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees and if the contravention is a continuing contravention, with a 
further fine which may extend to four rupees for every day during which such 
contravention continues after conviction for the first contravention.
